Ehrlich: U.S. freeze 


The freeze on U.S. aid to Israel has 
been thawed, Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich said on Friday after 
returning from talks with ad- 
ministration officials in the U.S. 

Ehrlich said he had held several 
satisfactory talks with Vice- 
President Walter Mondale, Treasury 
Secretary Michael Blumenthal and 
other U.S. officials. As a result of 
these talks, it was agreed to get up 
several joint committees to deai with 
Israel's requests for afd. 


Israel is asking for about $3.4b. — 
$ib. of which it wants as a grant and 
the rest as an easy loan. Ehrlich add- 
ed that without U.S. aid Israel will 
not be able to carry the burden of the 
redeployment made necessary by 
the peace agreement with Egypt.

Primary teachers may make 


strike total by Wednesday

Wednesday morning may well see 


all of the country's teachers join the - 


striking secondary-school teachers 
in their walkout for higher wages 
and better working conditions. 

As of last night, Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer had fail- 
ed to follow up on last week's 
promise to reopen communications 
with the Association of Secondary 
School Teachers, who have been on 
strike since last Sunday. Meanwhile, 
the non-striking Histadrut Teachers 
Union, who have been keeping the 
elementary schools open, have been 
stymied in their negotiation efforts 
by the government's delay in signing 
4 new overall collective wage agree- 
ment with the Histadrut. 

The teachers are asking for 10 per 
cent more than what other 
employees will receive trom the 
collective wage agreement. 

“Until we know what the average 


worker will receive, we can't figure 
out what we are being offered," 
Pinhas Hagin, spokesman for the 
Histadrut Teachers, told The 
Jerusalem Post. ‘If that agreement 
fs signed today, we will meet im- 
mediately with the education 
Ministry's director-general. If it is 
not, well, maybe they could sign 
something special with us before 
Wednesday, or we will be forced to 
strike." 

Honouring a request from 
Hammer, the Teachers Union last 
week delayed their threatened strike 
by 10 days. The government's 
respite ends on Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, vatuateiy be’ per 
report that approximately 80 per 
cent of those junior high school 
teachers who belong to the Histadrut 
Teachers Union have joined forces 
with their colleagues in the Secon- 
dary Teachers Association — who on 
Friday gave their executive a green 
light to continue striking.

Iran military gov't gets 
parliament okay today 


TEHERAN. — The Iranian lower 
house of parliament is expected to- 
day to give its vote of confidence to 
the predominantly civilian ‘“‘tem- 
porary government” of military 
premier Gholamreza Azhari. 

‘The new government was formally 
presented to parliament for the con- 
fidence vote required by the Iranian 
constitution yesterday. 

There were no objections; the 
small, fledgling opposition group 
here stayed away from the session in 
protest. : 

The 61-year-old armed forces chief 
of staff, appointed by the shah 12 
days ago to stamp out street violence 
against hig rule, said the 
government's programme was to

Suspect says Baader lawyers 
smuggled weapons into jail 


STUTTGART (AP). — An accused 
Baader-Meinhof terrorist has 
testified under oath that radical at- 
torneys smuggled pistols and ex- 
plosives to imprisoned clients later 
found fatally shot in their cells. 

The surprise testimony on Friday 
of Volker Speitel, on trial on terrorist 
charges, supported claims by West 
German authorities that the deaths 
last October in Stammbheim prison of 
terrorist leaders Andreas Baader, 
Jan-Carl Raspe and Gudrun Ensslin 
were suicides. 

Leftist sympathizers throughout 
Western Europe had claimed the 
three had been murdered by 
authorities. 

Speitel told the court that at- 
torneys Arnd Mueller and Arnim 
Newerla smuggled weapons, ex- 
plosives and other material into 
Stammheim in briefcases and un- 
derwear. Both attorneys, partmers of 
radical lawyer Klaus Croissant, are 


in custody pending trial on terrorist 
charges. 
‘The defendant testified that as a 
law clerk, he had organized a 
clandestine mail system between 
imprisoned terrorists and gang 
members on the outside. He also told 
the court that be had helped prepare 
Some of the smuggled items, which 
he assumed would be used in an es- 
cape. 

He claimed the attorneys were not 
told what they were smuggling. 

Speitel and co-defendant Hans- 
Joachim Deliwo, both 28, have 
renounced their membership in the 
Red Army Faction, the name by 
which Baader-Meinhof members 
called themselves. 


The RAF is believed responsible 
for last year’s slayings of Chief 
Federal Prosecutor Siegfried 
Buback, banker Juergen Ponto and 
industrialist Hanns-Martin Schleyer.

Spain thwarts rightist plot 2 
to seize king, cabinet — 


MADRID. — The authorities say 
they have averted a plot by a handful 
of right-wing military and police of- 
ficers to overthrow the Spanish 
government and kidnap King Juan 
Carlos. 

An official government statement 
late on Friday said that proceedings 
had begun against ‘‘some chiefs and 
officers of the armed forces and 
police’ for possible crimes under the 
military code. The announcement 
did not specify what the crimes 


were. - 

The’ liberal Madrid newspaper 
“Diario 16°" said several military 
men had been arrested by the 
Defence Ministry for discussing 
“entering” Premier Adolfo Suarez’ 
Moncloa Palace on Madrid's out- 
skirts while the cabinet waa in ses- 
sion. The newspaper added the 


military men had also talked about’ 


the possibility of kidnapping the king 
before he left’on a two-week trip to 
Mexico, Peru and Argentina. 

One of those reported arrested was 
an army general who had called 
Defence Minister Lt. Gen. Manuel 


Guiterrez Mellade a “‘traitor’ and 
“liar"’ to hig face. 

The government said word of the 
alleged actions by the dissident 
military men came to it last Wednes- 

lay. . 
A high-ranking military source 
said the dissidents were faithful 
followers. of General Francisco 
Franco, Spain's right-wing dictator 
who died three years ago. 

“Diario 16" said the. army dis- 
covered the piot when 4 colonel at an 
armoured unit near Madrid in- 
formed superiors that he had been 
asked if he would order his troops to 
back the dissidents once they had 
Suarez and his cabinet trapped in the 
premier's palace. 

Government sources said the dis- 
sidents had no following in the ranks. 
But the arrests underscored growing 
criticism within the armed forces 
over the guvernment’s struggie to 
control terrorism and stop 
the political violence that has taken 
68 lives this year, including more 
than a score of policemen and an 
army general. (AP, UPT). 


Zambians bombard Rhodesian outpost 


SALISBURY (AP). — The Rhode- 
sian military command announced 
on Friday that Zambian forces fired 
upon a border post with rockets, 
small arms and more than 250 mor- 
tar bombs ~— one of the heaviest 
cross-border bombardments of 
Rhodesian territory this far. 

In a communique, the command 
also reported the deaths of 55 more 
persons .in the last 48 hours of the 
bloody six-year-war. Four members 
of the security forces were killed in 
clashes unrelated to the Zambian in- 


cident; the communique. said. ᾿ 


Security forces killed 34 black 
guerrillas and two cattle thieves. 
Seven black civilians were killed by 
guerrillas and eight others died in 


cross-fire incidents, the com- 


munique said..

Afghan red star 


hovers over 


THE FULL international im- 
plications of the violence in Iran are 
only now beginning to be realized, 
though the first signals should have 
been recognized earlier this year 
after the Soviet-supported coup in 
neighbouring Afghanistan. 

For there is no doubt that the 
Russians are eagerly anticipating 
the overthrow of the Shah. It 
remains to be seen whether the play- 
.ing of the Shah's last card, the 
military, will save the situation. 

It is the presence of an 
Afghanistan-in-the-making in Iran 
which -finally [5 causing concern in 
the Western capitals as well as in 
Riyadh, Islamabad, New Delhi and 
even in Peking. From all indications, 
the Afghan revolution has been 
progressing to Moscow's satisfaction 
~— and there is nothing that the U.S. 
and the other interested powers can 
do about it. 

The progress of the leftist regime 
in Afghanistan caused alarm bells 
ringing, however, mostly in Asia 
which immediately understood the 
implications of the violent coup in 
Kabul. 

A glance at a map will explain the 
strategic importance of both Iran 
and Afghanistan. The USSR is con- 
tained by NATO in the west and by 
China in the east and south. Between 
the two are “soft” regions of which 
one is Afghanistan that hes become 
more firmly fixed within the Soviet 
orbit since the April coup. 

To the west of Afghanistan {s Iran, 
holding the key to the all-important 
Persian Gulf which 15 surrounded by 
oil-rich regions. To the northwest is 
Turkey straddling the Soviet route to 
the Middle East. 

Hence the intense Soviet interest 
in this area, which teeras with un- 
rest. is vulnerdble and offers the 
Russians tempting access to other 
parts of the world. 


FROM AFGHANISTAN in par- 
ticular, the power of the Kremlin 
overlooks both Iran and Pakistan. It 
is no wonder then that latest 


speak of at least 4,000 Soviet ad- ἡ 


visers who have poured into 
Afghanistan to train the armed 
forces and infiltrate into the ad- 
ministrative machinery. 

Tt is interesting to note that one 
English riews report about 
Af; an had this to say about the 
Soviet influx: ‘Russians are moving 
into Kabul in such numbers that or- 
dinary Afghans assume that any 
pale face belongs to a Russian.” 

There is still some kind of post- 
coup political struggle going on jin 
Kabul and some trouble among 
tribesmen in the east, but the Soviet 
influence continues to grow.

Phalangists hold grudge 


against Armenians,

BEIRUT (Ofns). — Lebanon's Chris- 
tian militants show signs of wanting 
to patch up relations with their 
Palestinian foes, but at the same 
time they have been aljenating the 


‘mostly neutral Armenian communi- 


ty. 

In recent statements, Amin 
Jemayel, a top official of his father’s 
right-wing Christian Phalange Par- 
ty. and Salah Khalaf, the number 
two man in the Palestine Liberation 
Organization’s Fatah group, have 
practically cooed to each other about 
their common interests. 

Bitter enemies during the 1975-76 
Lebanese war, they have found that 
they agree on a basic issue: neither 
side wants the permanent settlement 
of Palestinian refugees in Lebanon. 

But the Armenians, who came 
here as refugees from the 1915 
massacre in Turkey and settied 
among their fellow Christians, have 
been getting rough treatment lately 
from Christian militiamen largely 
for refusing to join this year's battles 
against Syrian ‘'peace-keeping’’ 
troops in Lebanon. 

The budding Christian-Palestinian 
rapprochement got under way 
recently with a meeting, arranged 
by mutual friends, between Amin 
Jemayel] and Khalaf, who is better 
known by his code name, Abu Iyad. 
Later Jemayel, a parliamentary 
deputy and member of the Phalange 
politburo. made some unusually 
critical statements about Israel in a 
local magazine interview. 

He accused the Israelis, who have 
been training and equipping the 
Christian militias, of trying to 
“ul "* Lebanon's traditional role 
as a Middle East financial centre by 
their “systematic destruction of the 
Lebanese economy." 

About his meeting with Abu lyad, 
Jemayei declared: ‘‘We have a com- 
mon denominator with the 
Palestinians, which is for them to go 
back to their land. And I have the im- 
pression that everything in the world 
is being done to settle the 
Palestinians here (instead. 

Abu Iyad replied with un- 
characteristic friendliness: ‘‘We say

to our brothers the Christians of 
Lebanon, let us join hands, because 
the conspiracy is against Lebanon 
and Palestine. If we don’t reach an 
agreement with them, we will con- 
tinue to be manipulated, and so will 
they.” 

Political observers in Beirut 
believe the nascent entente reflecta 
the growing conviction of Christian 
leaders that Israel's main aim in 
helping them is not so much to save 
them from destruction but to tie up 
the Palestinians and the Syrians in 
Lebanon. Moreover, the Christian 
leaders are said to fear that the 
Camp David agreements will result 
in the permanent presence of 
Palestinians in Lebanon. 

Unlike the Palestinians, Lebanon's 
200,000 Armenians have assimilated 
into society and become one of its 
most prosperous communities. 
Though many sympathize with the 


ce 


Maronite Christian rightists, as a’ 


whole they have stayed out of trou- 
ble. preferring to make money in- 
stead of war. 

“The Christian militias resented 
the fact that the Armenians haven't 
participated in their so-called ‘war 
of liberation’,” one said. /"This has 
resulted in various acts of 
harassment." 

Caught In the middle of a fierce 
battle last month for two key bridges 
leading out of Christian East Beirut, 
the adjacent Armenian quarter οὗ 
Bourj Hammoud not only came un- 
der heavy Syrian shelling, but its 
homes and busineases were looted by 
both sides. Bven Armenian relief 
supplies were pilfered. Now small 
Armenian militias have been 
deployed and several clashes with 
Maronite militiamen have ensued. 

A comparatively minor incident, 
but psychologically the most serious 
yet, was the dynamiting last week of 
an Armenian monument erected in 
gratitude to Lebanon for taking in 
Armenian refugees after the 1915 
massacre.

taking place: growing Soviet in- 
fluence In the economy and plan- 
ning. © 

It is said today that every ministry 
in Kabul has at least one Russian ad- 
viser while already a couple of dozen 
economic and technical agreements 
have been concluded with the 
Soviets. 

Czerist Russia was always close to 
Afghanistan and the 15th century 
saw bloody struggles in the country 
where the British lost thousands of 
lives in its effort to maintain British 
influence. Today Afghanistan, if 
anything. is even more Important to 
the Russians. 

The neighbouring countries of 
China, Pakistan, Iran and the Arab 
oil-producing states of the region 
have become nervous for they fear 
that the Russians are within striking 
distance of the Arabian Sea. In 
Afghanistan they are less than 500 
km. from these warm waters which 
they have eyed for generations. 

Only Pakistan's Baluchistan to the 
south now separates the Russians 
from the sea, and this area of 
nationalist separatism is now split 
between a none-too-stable Pakistan 
and an increasingly shaky Tran. 


THE GOVERNMENT of Nur 
Mohammed Taraki has done nothing 
to ease the anxieties of 
Afghanistan’s neighbours and the 
Western diplomats stationed in 
Kabul about the Russian grip. This is 
not to deny that Taraki’s movement 


* 4s strongly nationalist in flavour, but 


everything it is doing is tilting the 
balance in Moscow's favour. 

With the new uncertainties over 
Tran and in the face of steady Soviet 
attempts to improve its relations 
with Turkey, it is quite clear that this 
area should take the highest place in 
Western concern, 

Before he was murdered with his 
family in the coup, President 
Mohammed Daud was the architect 
of Afghan cooperation with Moscow, 
but he at least was even-handed. 

Afghanistan, of course, maintains 
the fiction of being a “‘non-aligned’” 
state and this label suits Moscow 
perfectly as it doesn't wish the coun- 
try to be an out-and-out satellite for 
obvious propaganda reasons. 

. Bo far it seems the U.S. has 
counted on the leading powers 
around Afghanistan (Saudi Arabia, 
Iran, and Pakistan) to face the 
Soviet influence. But none was quite 
able to shoulder that mission, 68- 
pecially on the outbreak of the recent 
Tranian events. For they could hard- 
ly cope with the Afghan situation — 
on their own.

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Peace: still on course 
A YEAR ago today President Sadat came to Jerusalem, a 
journey which dramatically changed the terms of the three: 
deeade old Arab-Israel conflict. 

The Egyptian President's two-day visit in Jerusalem and his 
taboo-shattering address to the Knesset evoked profound hopes 
for the early conclusion of a peace with Egypt, which would in 
turn rule out the possibility of future Arab attacks on Israel. 

The formal peace agreement between Israel and Egypt will 
not be signed today, and possibly not even on December 10, the 
day on which President Sadat and Prime Minister Begin are 
scheduled to receive the Nobel Peace Prize in Oslo. 


The passing of such arbitrary deadlines, which have caught _ 


the fancy of the media, should by no means, however, be inter- 

preted as the failure of the peace initiative. When viewed in the | 
context of three decades of enmity and a history of five wars, 

the prospects for a major breakthrough towards the beginning 

of a peace process, no matter how flawed or risky, have never 

been brighter. 

The principal change wrought by Sadat's viait ia often ig- 
nored. Before that visit the prospects of a apiralling descent into 
another war seemed bigh indeed. The Carter Administration 
‘way pushing for a Géneva conference with some form of PLO 
participation. And the Arabs were whipping themzelves into a 
frenzied persuasion that the only alternative to Jeraeli capitula- 
tion at Geneva was war. 

Into that situation of incipient tragedy President Sadat inter- 
jected his dramatic statement to Israel and to the Arabs, "πὸ 
more war." This at long laat was an Arab echo of the fervent 
hope that Israel had been voicing for three decades. 

It was illusory, however, to believe that such a simple state- 
ment could easily be translated in ἃ few short weeks or months 
into a detailed peace agreement, given the mutual suspicions 
that had built up and become entrenched over those decades, 

During the intervening year Sadat has proven that he intend- 
ed to persist in his peace initiative. He has succeeded in en- 
suring the support of the military and politica] forces which rule 
Egyrt, for his policy. To be sure, the rejectionist camp in the 
Arab world has reacted with the consternation that was only to 
be expected to such a radical departure from the history of 
rabid Arab antipathy to the very existence of Israel. 

The major obstacles confronting the successful conclusion of 
a peace agreement derive from the failure during this past.year 
to persuade King Hussein of Jordan to join in the peace in- 
itiative and the inability to line up unequivocal Saudi support for 
Sadat's stand. Sadat's persistence in forging ahead with his 
‘policies is all the more impressive in the light of hia continued 
isolation in the Arab world. 

For Israel, a good part of the past year was required for the 
Likud government to come to terms with the price that had to be 
paid for continuation of the process which Sadat had made 
possible. The risks entailed in this price — both in Sinai and on 
the West Bank — are considerable. ‘The Sadat initiative has in 
πὸ wey eliminated the spectre of a serious military threat from 
the eazt. 

The persistence of both Egypt and Israel in striving for an 
sgreement during the past year's ups and downs provide hope 
that such an agreement will indeed be reached in the next few 
weeks. The greatest danger to these hopes Nes in the insistence 
— primarily of the American partners to the Blair House talks 
— on pushing ahead with a solution on the West Bank before the 
essential groundwork of trust, deriving from implementation of . 
the Sinai agreements and normalization of relations between 
Israel and Egypt, has been established. 

Such ‘l-considered haste in the prezent sityation is, in the 
words cf the Arah proverb, ‘from the Devil." It could even 
threaten te undo the impressive achievements of a momentous 
year.
